Home Economics for boys was 
taught for the first time st the Jun¬ 
ior College in the spring of 1930 The 
Course was really the outgrowth ol 
a felt need among the boys for some 
histructlons in etiquette. That spring 
thirty-two boys registered for a non- 
csedit course of ten leasone in food 
selection, nutrition, table etiquette 
end art as applied to clothing and the 
house. In January. 1933. Hiss Jessie 
Harris and Dean Willson recommend¬ 
ed to the curriculum committee of the 
University of Tennessee that such a 
course be included in the Junior Col¬ 
lege curriculum. The course was ap¬ 
proved as a credit course for students 
registered in the College of Agricul¬ 
ture. In the catalog of 19113,34 the 
course was listed as. "Social and 
Home Relationships.” 

The course at the present time con- 
ajdls of five units of work: (1) Per- 
Veonal Relationships. (21 Personal and 
Family Finances, (3) Personal Ap¬ 
pearance. (41 Nutrition and Food Se¬ 
lection, and (5) Etiquette. Each unit 
Is taught by the member of the home 
economics staqff who should be best 
qualified to handle that phase of the 
erork. Other members of the faculty 
that have recently assisted with the 
course are Mr. and Mrs. Gene Stan¬ 
ford and Mrs. Paul Phillips. 

One glance at the contents of this 
course should show that home econ¬ 
omics Is not cooking and sewing 
Modern education has for its objec 
tlve, "To teach pupils to do better 
the desirable activities they will per¬ 
form anyway.” Food preparation and 
clothing construction are no longer 
the major problems of the average 
American home. There has been a 
great change in the content of home 
economics curricula in the last de¬ 
cade in order that these changing 
needs might be cared for. Any course 
which attempts to train young mer 
for more successful personal and 
family living seems to meet the de¬ 
mands of modem education. 

Home economics for boys was 
started on the campus to teach eti¬ 
quette and the etiquette unit is stil’ 
the most popular and the one that a 
majority of the young men feel is 
most helpful. This statement has been 
made more than once during the past 
quarter by various members of the 
class, -Why shonld we learn to dc 
the correct thing when the girls dc 
not know and would not appreciate 
the fact that we know?” 

Well, girls and faculty, here is a 
real challange to us. Perhaps the Jun¬ 
ior College curriculum needs some 
changes in order that our students 
may learn “to do better those things 
that a cultured society demands that 
they do.”
